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Directions  for  planting  in  the  open  ground. — October  and  November  is  the  proper  time,  but  they  can  be  set  out  at  any  time,  as  long 
as  the  ground  is  open  and  the  bulb;  reinain  sound.  The  best  compost  for  their  culture  is  the  following:  One  third  river  or  sea  sand, 
one-third  well-rotted  cow  manure,  and  one-third  good  garden  mould ;  or,  where  the  soil  is  naturally  light,  well-rotted  cow  manure  liberally 
intermixed  is  all-sufficient.  The  beds  composed  of  the  above  compost  should  be  well  dug  to  a  depth  of  fourteen  inches,  and  raised  from 
two  to  four  inches  above  the  level  of  the  walks.  The  bulbs  should  be  planted  evenly  about  six  inches  deep  (to  the  bottom  of  the  bulbs)  and 
from  five  to  six  inches  apart;  if  planted  at  uneven  depths  they  will  not  bloom  at  the  same  time,  but  irregularly.  Care  must  be  taken  not  to 
press  the  earth  too  firmly  around  and  over  the  bulbs ;  some  successful  gardeners  follow  the  plan  of  setting  each  bulb  in  a  handful  of  clean 
sand,  which  insure?  drainage.  After  planting  rake  the  bed  smooth,  and  after  the  ground  has  frozen  tolerably  hard  in  early  winter  cover 
with  dry  litter,  leaves  or  coarse  manure.  If  this  covering  be  applied  before  freezing  weather,  it  renders  the  bulbs  liable  to  the  predations 
of  field-mice. 

For  culture  in  pots. — Prepare  the  above  compost,  adding,  if  possible  a  quantity  of  leaf  mould.  The  most  favorable  time  for  planting 
is  September,  October  and  November.  The  size  of  the  pot  depends  on  the  number  of  bulbs  planted  in  a  single  one  ;  three  bulbs  in  a  pot  of 
say  six  inches  in  diameter  have  a  rich  massive  effect ;  one  or  two  bulbs  in  each  may  be  planted  in  proportionately  smaller  pots — two  bulbs 
in  each  are  very  effective.  In  potting,  each  bulb  should  remain  one-half  above  the  surface  of  the  soil ;  when  thus  planted,  water  them  well, 
to  imbed  the  bulbs  firmly  in  the  soil,  allowing  them  to  remain  in  this  condition  one  or  two  days ;  then  bury  the  pots  in  the  open  ground  to 
the  depth  of  six  inches  for  eight  weeks,  in  which  condition  the  preparatory  root  growth  necessary  to  a  vigorous  development  of  their  flower 
scapes  is  made.  After  this  period  take  up  the  pots  and  remove  them  to  a  room  not  heated,  but  not  so  cold  as  to  freeze.  Being  exposed  to 
the  light  for  the  first  timj,  they  are,  of  course,  very  delicate.  Care  should  therefore  be  exercised  not  to  place  them  in  the  direct  rays  of  the 
sun  for  two  or  three  days.  When  about  ready  to  flower  bring  them  to  the  ordinary  living-room,  where  the  warmth  will  soon  cause  them  to 
bloom.  By  so  bringing  them  out,  a  few  at  a  time,  you  can  secure  a  beautiful  succession  of  flowers  all  winter.  They  will  need  occasional 
watering  until  they  begin  to  grow,  when  they  should  have  an  abundance  of  air  in  mild  weather,  and  plenty  of  water. 

For  growing  in  glasses. — Single  Hyacinths  do  better  than  double  in  glasses,  as  they  produce  a  much  larger  and  more  showy  spike  or 
truss.  Place  the  bulb  in  the  glass,  which  should  be  filled  with  water  so  it  touches  the  bottom  of  the  bulb,  place  them  in  a  close  box  in  a 
cool  place,  or  on  a  shelf  in  the  dark  part  of  the  cellar,  change  the  water  every  ten  days  or  two  weeks;  keep  them  in  the  dark,  cool  place 
from  six  to  eight  weeks,  then  remove  them  to  the  light  (not  too  strong).  If  then  kept  in  a  cool  room  they  will  produce  very  fine  spikes 
and  remain  in  bloom  a  lone  time.

I  have  read  with  much  surprise  the  report  of  the  Baltimore

I  believe  I 
saved  the  cost  of  "Mastica"  in  fuel,  and  this  spring  the  hail  broke  about 
30,000  feet  of  glass,  and  where  I  used  "Mastica"  it  cleaned  out  with  a 
putty-knife;  but  the  old  putty  I  had  to  take  a  hammer  and  a  chisel  to  get 
it  out.    I  am  very  sure  I  shall  never  be  without  it  again.

TO  FLORISTS. 

EVERY  Florist  has  experienced  difficulty  in  obtaining  putty  (whether  ordinary  or  white 
lead)  for  glazing,  that  is  satisfactory  for  any  length  of  time.    The  fact  is,  putty  is  not 
adapted  for  greenhouse  work,  and  cannot  stand  the  severe  and  varied  tests  to  which 
it  is  subjected. 

FIRST. — There  is  the  extreme  heat  both  from  inside  and  outside,  rapidly  evaporating 
the  oils  and  drying  the  putty  to  a  hard  brittle  substance. 

SECOND. — The  moisture  from  inside  causes  a  continual  expansion  and  contraction  of 
the  woodwork,  loosening  and  throwing  off  the  hard  and  brittle  putty,  allowing  the  water 
and  cold  air  to  enter  and  the  heat  to  escape  almost  as  rapidly  as  though  it  had  never  been 
puttied. 

After  much  study,  the  inventor  of  "Mastica"  decided  that  the  composition  must  be  of 
different  materials  from  that  used  heretofore  for  this  purpose,  must  be  elastic  and  tena- 
cious, and  these  qualities  must  be  retained  to  admit  ot  expansion  and  contraction  without 
cracking.  This  result  has  been  reached  in  "Mastica,"  which,  when  applied,  in  a  few  hours 
forms  a  skin  or  film  on  the  entire  mass,  hermetically  sealing  the  substance  and  preventing 
the  evaporation  of  the  liquid,  and  remains  in  a  soft,  pliable  and  elastic  condition  for  years. 

The  use  of  "Mastica"  avoids  the  necessity  of  repeatedly  reglazing  the  houses,  saving 
much  time  and  expense.    With  "Mastica"  can  bed  in  or  use  outside  with  a  machine. 

Broken  glass  can  be  easily  removed  and  replaced  by  new  without  the  breakage  of 
other  glass,  which  usually  occurs  with  hard  putty.  One  gallon  will  cover  about  290 
running  feet  (one  side).

DIRECTIONS  FOR  USING  THE  MASTICA  GLAZING  MACHINE. 

In  filling  the  machine,  remove  the  plunger  and  pour  Mastica  in  top  of  cylinder;  replace 
the  plunger  and  with  a  gentle  pressure  of  the  handle  the  Mastica  is  forced  through  the 
opening  at  the  heel,  and  is  smoothed  into  perfect  condition  by  the  foot  passing  over  it. 
Mastica  can  be  used,  as  ordinarily  made,  in  all  seasons.  When  there  is  extreme  heat  it 
sometimes  becomes  temporarily  too  thin,  and  will  run  through  the  machine  without 
pressure.  If  such  be  the  case,  it  should  not  be  used,  as  there  will  be  insufficient  body  of 
the  material  upon  the  sash  and  glass  to  last  permanently.  It  is  better  then  to  wait  for 
cooler  weather.  Should  Mastica  not  work  freely  in  the  machine,  a  few  drops  of  spirits 
turpentine  around  the  sides  of  the  cylinder  will  relieve  it.  The  Machine  should  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  witn  spirits  turpentine,  kerosene  or  benzine  after  using.
